pe Approval of the minutes of the meeting of May 1, 1992 


A correction was made by K. Austin. The second sentence of the second paragraph on page 4 
should read: “Long distance telephone charges will be reduced and there will be an installation 
of an optical fibre link between campuses."

3. Business Arising from the minutes 


L. Sherman noted that the mandate of the proposed Graduate Programme Committee is to be 
presented to Council in Fall 1992. Dean Parker will remind the ad hoc committee established 
for this purpose of its deadline. 


4, Chair’s Remarks 


The events of August 24 have necessitated a review of security measures, as well as methods 
of handling disruptive behaviour. Each Department Chair has been asked to review their own 
department’s needs, in conjunction with the University’s Security Office. 


Also in response to these events, the Board of Governors has proposed the establishment of 
several committees. When the terms of reference, mandates, and composition of these 
committees are finalized, Dean Parker will inform Council. 


The Faculty has received an additional $100,000 in its operating budget for 1992-93. This 
money will be allocated in consultation with the Department Chairs. The capital budget is also 
under discussion with Department Chairs and will be allocated shortly. 


The Faculty Self-Appraisal Committee is moving towards closure. Its document is now being 
prepared and will receive wide distribution in the Faculty. 


A different model for processing and planning budgetary requests across the University is being 
proposed by the Senate Committee on Academic Planning and Priorities (SCAAP). This 
proposal will come to Council for reaction. 


A Task Force on Senate Reform has been established. Their report will also come to Council 
for reaction. It may also be timely for Faculty Council to review its own structures, with a view 
toward formalizing its own standing committees. 


Procedures and policies for the appointment of senior administrators are presently being 
reviewed by a committee of the Board. The committee is chaired by Mr. R. Groome, Chairman 
of the Board of Governors. Its recommendations will affect future appointments of Senior 
Administrators such as Deans, Vice-Rectors, and the Rector. The report of the Groome 
committee is scheduled for presentation at Senate in November. 


The official opening of the Leonard and Bina Ellen Art Gallery is scheduled for October 1, 1992 
at 7:30 p.m. Extensive renovations of the F.C. Smith Auditorium have taken place over the 
summer. The Theatre Department has now vacated the Chameleon Theatre and been moved into 
new facilities in the F.C. Smith and D.B. Clarke. 


5; Question Period 


Regarding security issues, P. Landsley asked when the third floor of the VA Building would be 
equipped with red security phones. R. Bigelow responded that Security had advised against their 
installation and instead recommends that individuals remove themselves from the situation and 
go in person to the Security Office on the first floor. J. Locke mentioned that there had been 
a number of break ins and thefts in the CB Building. R. Bigelow confirmed that a red phone 
will be installed in the CB Building, and that security in the CB building is being assessed. E. 
Langley described security measures in the TJ Building, which include a phone for students, and 
a protocol for "after hours" access. 


P, Landsley asked if part time faculty representatives on Council receive a stipend. Dean Parker 
will confirm and respond. 


P. Landsley asked who was the Acting Curator of the Gallery this year. It is Karen Antaki. 


K. Austin asked the Dean if a motion from Council would be helpful regarding the establishment 
of Board committees to investigate the events of August 24. Dean Parker responded that it 
would be premature, but that he would keep Council informed. 


K. Austin suggested that the Employee Assistance Programme be listed in the minutes as a 
resource for faculty and staff seeking assistance in coping with the events of August 24. Faculty 
and staff may reach the programme by calling 848-3595 or 481-7089.

6. Appointments to Fine Arts Faculty Council Steering Committee (FFAC-92-09-25- 
D2)

q3 Appointment to Senate (FFAC-92-09-25-D2) 

K. Raudsepp was appointed part time faculty representative on University Senate, for a one year 
term. 

8. Appointment to the Council of the School of Graduate Studies (FFAC-92-09-25-D2) 
D. Markiewicz, Associate Dean of the School of Graduate Studies, described the mandate and 
composition of the Council. In this first year of the School’s existence, the governing council 


will be asked to define "university-wide standards", while at the same time, respecting the 
diversity of each Faculty in the establishment of such standards.

There are five Fine Arts representatives on the Council, elected by Fine Arts Faculty Council. 
Four of these positions are presently filled by: J. Byers, B. Foss, P. Cousineau, and C. Mullen. 
W. Bottenberg was then appointed by Council to fill the vacant fifth position on the Council of 
the School of Graduate Studies, for a three year term. J. Kelly also represents Fine Arts as one 
of five Graduate Programme Directors elected to the Council of Graduate Studies. 


It was suggested by L. Sherman that a mechanism for feedback between the Council of the 
School of Graduate Studies and Fine Arts Faculty Council is needed. Dean Parker will refer 
this item to Steering Committee. 


9. Appointment to Senate Research Committee (FFAC-92-09-25-D2) 


T. Bui, Associate Vice-Rector, Academic, described the mandate and composition of the Senate 
Research Committee. Its mandate is to promote and sustain research and creative activities at 
the University. Fine Arts is represented by the Dean or delegate, in this case, Associate Dean 
K. Lipke, as well as one faculty representative. A. Homzy was appointed faculty representative, 
for a two year term. 


It was suggested by L. Sherman that, at some point, the activities of the Faculty Research 
Committee should also be reported to Council. 


10. Varia 
K. Jensen asked whether the student representative to Curriculum Committee would be approved 
by Council. Dean Parker noted that membership on Curriculum Committee was not normally 


ratified by Council. He will speak to Associate Dean T. Waugh about this matter, and in the 
meantime, asked that the name of the student representative be given to the Secretary of Council. 


The open session of the meeting was then adjourned.
